The large gas bag will hold 13,000 
cu bic feet and it u su ally takes abou t 
twenty -fou r hou rs to fill it. 
The gas 
is made from su lp hu ric acid and iron 
and steel fillings. 
Mr. N assr say s he 
will u se abou t 10,000 p ou nds of su l­ 
p hu ric acid and fiv e tons of filings. 
The bag will generally remain inflat­ 
ed abou t two weeks when no acci­ 
dents are encou ntered. 
Howev er, it 
is necessary to release the gas when­ 
ev er the craft is ship p ed. 
The air ship is attracting more a t­ 
tention than any featu re ev er engag­ 
ed for a cou nty fair here.

keep Mr. 
N assr 
bu sy 
answering 
q u estions. 
And of all the q u estions 
any man ev er had to answer, he has 
them. That is he hears them.

“Su re he takes those tanks u p with 
him and makes the gas while he is 
u p .” 
(The tanks only

floor. 
Tu cker retu rned to the room, 
not knowing that the iron had been 
p laced on the floor and stu mbled in­ 
to one of the trenches with his right 
foot. 
The bu rn is v ery seriou s, p enetrat­ 
ing throu gh the flesh to the bone, and 
will p robably 
keep him 
from his 
du ties sev eral weeks.

We are from Kentu sky and we are 
withou t fu nds. My p oor little darling 
is sick and starv ing to death.” 
This 
was the p lea a fairly well dressed 
woman made to sev eral hou sewiv es 
in the northeast p art of the city this 
morning. 
She talked between sobs 
and her story was p athetic. 
Sy mp athetic mothers cou ld not re­ 
sist the heart rending p lea of another 
mother in distress and 
p rov isions 
were giv en. 
One woman gav e a half 
p eck of p otatoes althou gh she did 
not ex actly see how they cold help a 
sick baby . 
The stranger in distress 
also asked for com —another good 
food for sick babies. 
Bu t nev erthe­ 
less the p rov isions were forthcoming. 
The hu sband of one of the sy mp a­ 
thetic mothers followed the stranger 
down town. 
Near the bu siness sec­ 
tion she was joined by sev eral oth­ 
ers, all carry ing p rov isions. 
He fol­ 
lowed them u ntil they went behind the 
jail. 
Soon sev eral 
wagons 
drov e 
ou t. 
The women were in them, and 
the “sick babies” were driv ing. 
The 
hu sband of the sy mp athetic mother 
wanted to get his p otatoes back, bu t 
he thou ght the nine “sick babies” 
looked a little too big for him to 
handle. 


Althou gh there are 
enou gh—too 
many in fact—div orces granted in 
Ru sh cou nty in a y ear, the av erage { 
for the last three y ears is below the !

That record is nothing to be p rou d of, I 
bu t y et it shows a better condition | 
than p rev ails generally in the State. 
In 19 06 there were 19 3 marriages 
and twenty -eight div orces; 
in 19 07 , 
17 7 m arriages and 11 div orces; and 
in 19 08 , 140 marriages and 18 di­ 
v orces. 
I t is a noticeable fact that 
there has been a large decrease in 
the nu mber of marriages in the last 
three y ears, and a t the same time the 
div orce su its hav e decreased, and al­ 
most in the same ratio. 
In addition to the 
eighteen di­ 
v orces granted in 
19 08 two 
cases 
were taken u nder adv isement, three 
were dismissed, and fou r were re­ 
fu sed, and two took 
a change 
of 
v enu e.

Again the m ounted troop­ 
ers rode into the crowd of foreign 
women and plied their riot clubs lus­ 
tily.

Considerable damag e is being done 
to telephone, teleg raph aifd elcetric 
lig ht poles by members of the wood­ 
pecker family . 
These birds orig inal­ 
ly build their homes in the dead or 
dy ing trunk s or limbs of trees, but 
for some reason best known to them­ 
selves have come to the conclusion 
that the peeled pole offers better con­ 
ditions for a home. 
They have become so ravenous of 
late that their depredations are a t ­ 
tracting considerable attention among 
those who are compelled to use quan­ 
tities of wooden poles. 
Their activ­ 
ities spread over a wide portion of 
the United States, 
notably 
in the 
south, 
southwest and 
central west. 
Cedar poles seem to be the ones most 
frequently attack ed. 
The birds bore 
into them a# any 
heig ht 
from the 
g round and the 
holes 
which they 
make are often two or three inches in 
diameter and four or five inches deep. 
Such an amount of wood drilled from 
a stick of timber which is carry ing a 
load of wires naturally weakens the 
streng th of the line. 
It would, of course, not be a diffi­ 
cult 
m atter 
to ex terminate 
these 
birds. 
However, this is not desirable 
as they are among the most beneficial 
form s of bird life native, to this coun­ 
try because they destroy larg e num­ 
bers of insects which seriously dam ­ 


ag e forest and food crops. 
It seems, 
therefore, that methods should be un­ 
dertak en to compel the birds to re­ 
vert to their former habits of boring 
rather than to ex terminate them. 
Frequent inquiries have been made 
by the forest service in this connec­ 
tion, but the only information to date 
which the g overnment has been able 
o obtain is that on casual inspection 
of treated and 
untreated 
pole in 
Louisiana. 
In that 
reg ion it was 
found that poles th at had been im­ 
preg nated with creosote oil were not 
attack ed by the birds, whereas un­ 
treated poles under the same con­ 
ditions were very severely injured. 
W hether or not creosote will pre­ 
vent such attack s is not 
definitely 
known, but, the service is investig at­ 
ing this problem, and should this oil 
prove preventative it will fulfill a 
two-fold purpose. 
It will protect the 
poles from 
decay and 
destruction 
from animal life. 
In Southern Indi­ 
ana some 
members of a 
traction 
company thoug ht 
that they 
could 
prevent the 
further 
destruction of 
their poles by filling the holes in the 
wood with stones. 
The birds, how­ 
ever, simply drilled around the stones 
and made 
conditions much 
worse, j 
This apparently does not seem to be 
a means of preventing their depreda­ 
tions. 


If the kind of justice meted out in

The statue represents justice blind­ 
folded. and holding in her hand a 
balanced scale, as a sy mbol that all 
shall be treated equal. 
But the ele­ 
ments have contrived to make it ap­ 
pear as if justice is very one-sided. 
One side of the scale has been blown 


away by the wind, with the result 
that the other side is heavier and the 
scale stands at an ang le. 
It' the Henry circuit court does not 
hand out this kind of justice, then 
the advertisement should be discon­ 
tinued and the statue repaired so as 
to depict the fair kind that is handed 
out.
